The following is the text of 
the Bluegrass Pipeline Resolu¬ 
tion as adopted by the Pendle¬ 
ton County Fiscal Court on 
August 19, 2013: 

1. Be it resolved that the 
Pendleton County Fiscal Court, 
after much deliberation and 
mindful of its responsibility to 
protect public health, safety, 
and the environment of Pendle¬ 
ton County, does hereby express 
its grave concerns regarding the 
proposed Bluegrass Pipeline. 
Among those concerns are: 

2. The lack of advance 
review by any governmental 
body as to the necessity, alter¬ 
natives, routing, and public 
health, safety and environmen¬ 
tal consequences of natural gas 
liquids pipelines such as this, 
creates a situation in which the 
adverse effects on public health, 
safety and the environment are 
not carefully assessed, avoided 
and minimized, and mitigated. 
Those effects include heightened 
risks to public health and public 
safety associated with the transpor¬ 
tation under pressure of flammable 


petroleum hydrocarbons; adverse 
impacts on die use and value of 
property of individual landowners; 
impacts on land, air, and water 


resources associated with leaks and 
spills; impacts on roads, and public 
land of local

communities; and on local gov¬ 
ernment emergency response 
capacity, including fire, police, 
EMT, public health and envi¬ 
ronmental response services. 

The possibility that landown¬ 
ers in Pendleton County may be 
burdened with easements on 
their property for the pipeline 
due to threat that their property 
may be condemned in the 
absence of agreement. The lack 
of clear limitations on the exer¬ 
cise of eminent domain in Ken¬ 
tucky law leaves open the possi¬ 
bility that a private, for profit 
company that is not a Ken¬ 
tucky-regulated public utility, 
may obtain easements under 
threat of condemnation even 
though Kentucky law might not 
support such an action. Negotia¬ 
tions for acquisition of ease¬ 
ments under duress are inher¬ 
ently unfair. 

For these reasons, the Pendle¬ 
ton County Fiscal Court does 
hereby encourage the following 
action: 

1. Urges the Governor to 
amend the upcoming special ses¬ 
sion or alternatively use the next 
regular session of the Kentucky 
Legislature to address these two 
concerns by subjecting natural 
gas liquids pipelines to the juris¬ 
diction of a sitting board with 


the authority to require a com¬ 
prehensive review and mitigation 
of all adverse effects of such a 
pipeline, and by limiting con¬ 
demnation powers to Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission-regulated pub¬ 
lic utilities; and 

2. Requests that the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers (COE) 
Louisville District work in con¬ 
junction with other Corp Dis¬ 
tricts through which the pro¬ 
posed pipeline would traverse, to 
demand comprehensive Environ¬ 
mental Impact Statement(EIS) 
for entire Bluegrass Pipeline 
project, thus providing assur¬ 
ances that the various agencies 
responsible for avoiding adverse 
effects on land, air and water 
resources, fish and wildlife, his¬ 
toric and archaeological proper¬ 
ties, protected species, and pub¬ 
lic health and safety, are coordi¬ 
nating the review of the neces¬ 
sity for and effects of such a 
project; and 

3. Requests that the U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
Pipeline and Hazardous Materi¬ 
als Safety Administration and all 
other state and federal agencies 
diligently enforce their regula¬

ORDINANCE NO. 


An Ordinance of and by the Pendleton County Fiscal Court whereby the Fiscal Court is 
reestablishing procedures that will set out guidelines for a resident of Pendleton County to 
obtain an E 911 address. 


Whereas, on or about February of2001, procedures were established that would allow the 
citizens of Pendleton County to obtain an E 911 address, and 


Whereas, it has been determined by the Fiscal Court that there are some changes that need to be 
made to the aforementioned procedures, and 


Whereas, these changes are due in large part to changes in the addressing process, mapping 
changes and other updates that must be made. 


Now therefore be it resolved that, all previous procedures dealing with obtaining E 911 addresses 
will be replaced by the following: 


The head of household or other responsible occupant must contact the Pendleton 
County Planning and Zoning Office at (859) 654-1108. 


When the Planning and Zoning Office ensures all their requirements have been met, the 
address request will be sent to the Pendleton County Addressing Office (859-654-6927). 
Once the Addressing Office has been notified, the approximate location of the residence 
and/or business will be obtained from the occupant. Any identifying structures or 
landmarks, which may help locate the structure or property requiring an address, will 
be helpful. 


3 . Request for an address will generally be handled within five (5) working days, 


weather permitting. 


4 . Structures that can be located by verbal description on the address maps may be 
addressed over the phone. 


5. If a structure cannot be identified by telephone description, the addressing agent will 
drive to the location and measure for accurate addressing. Addresses will be 
assigned using 1000 numbers per road mile, with even numbers on the right side and 
odd numbers on the left side as numbers. The numbers increase from the beginning 
point of the road. 


Two or less residents or dwellings that are established on a single drive will be 
addressed along the main road. Should any more than 2 residents or dwellings exist 
on a single drive, such drive must be named and addressed along this newly named 
drive, street or road. At any time a third dwelling or residence is established along a 
drive that previously exists, such drive, street or road shall be named and addressed 
accordingly. 


7 . Once an address has been assigned, the Addressing Office will supply the applicant 
with sufficient copies of the address notification form necessary to present to the 
utility companies and the United States Postal Service, 


8. It will not be necessary for the resident to notify the Post Office or Cincinnati Bell 
Telephone. The Addressing Office will do these notifications. 


This Ordinance shall take effect and be in full force when passed, published and recorded 
according to law.

Archery hunting for deer begins September 7 


Kentucky's 2013-14 deer season 
opens on Saturday, Sept. 7, the first 
day of the 136-day archery season. 
The season continues through 
Monday, Jan. 20, 2014. 

For the past three seasons, record 
harvests have been posted for the 
month of September: 5,577 deer in 
2012, 4,945 in 2011 and 4,407 in 
2010. 

"Even though weather condi¬ 
tions aren't always ideal in Septem¬ 
ber, there are some advantages to 
early season hunting,” said Tina 
Brunjes, deer program coordinator 
for the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

Most deer, even mature bucks, 
are still in their summer pattern 
when bow season opens. They are 
more visible during daylight hours 
than later in the season and their 
daily movements are more predict¬ 
able. Deer frequent crop fields and 
weedy pastures in the late after¬ 
noons, especially when the rising 
moon is high in the sky at dusk. In 
September, these quarter moon 
periods fall on the 12th and 26th of 
the month. 

The current statewide popula¬ 
tion estimate for Kentucky's deer 
herd is about 750,000, before fawn¬ 
ing, with a stable to slightly decreas¬ 
ing trend. "Hunters who are moni¬ 
toring trail cameras or spending 
time observing deer in the after¬ 
noons realize it has been a good year 
for deer reproduction and survival,” 
said Brunjes. Heavy rains in the 
spring and early summer created 


lots of food and escape cover for 
deer. 

The outlook for deer season is 
excellent, but ultimately the weather 
during modern gun season in 
November has the biggest impact 
on overall harvest. 

Last season's deer harvest was 
the highest on record. Deer hunters 
reported taking 131,395 deer, a 9.8 
percent increase from the 2011- 
2012 season. "A higher percentage 
of our hunters were successful," said 
Brunjes. "The record harvest was 
opportunity driven. They saw deer 
and they took them.” 

The 2012-13 harvest included 
42 reported entries, 31 typical and 
11 non-typical, into the Boone & 
Crockett Club record book. These 
record deer came from 35 of Ken¬ 
tucky's 120 counties. 

After each season, deer managers 
calculate a population estimate for 
every county by in-putting harvest 
and age structure data into a com¬ 
puter population model. 

Counties are assigned a zone 
status which affects season lengths 
and bag limits. Kentucky is divided 
into four deer management zones. 

The management strategy for 
Zone 1 is herd reduction. For Zone 
2 and 3 counties, herd maintenance 
is the goal. Increasing the herd is the 
aim for Zone 4 counties. This sea¬ 
son there were no changes in the 
zone status for any of Kentucky's 
120 counties. 

"We're where we want to be in 
most counties,” said Brunjes. "There 


were no changes in the regulations 
this season because we're happy 
with having a high percentage of 
older bucks and about 50 percent of 
does in the harvest.” 

Overall age structure of the har¬ 
vest indicates that the majority of 
hunters are recognizing and passing 
up male fawns. Most antlered bucks 
taken in the 2012-2013 season were 
2 1/2 years old or older. The female 
harvest was also primarily com¬ 
prised of adults, rather than fawns 
or yearlings. 

In the past decade, the Zone 1 
counties in northern Kentucky have 
experienced the most herd growth. 
"Populations took off in the late 
1990s and have remained high,” 
said Brunjes. 

Hunters who would like to 
donate venison should visit the 
Kentucky Hunters For the Hungry 
website at www.huntersforhungry. 
org for the list 57 processors who 
are accepting deer. 

"This is our 13th season of pro¬ 
viding nutritious venison to needy 
Kentucky families,” said Ivan Schell, 
KHFH Executive Director. "The 
70,000 pounds of venison processed 
annually provides about 500,000 
meals.” 

KHFH pays for the processing 
and hunters who donate a deer 
receive a car sticker confirming their 
"doe-nation.”

Don't get stressed by the 
cool while spending less 


heat! Keep 
on energy 


The Midwest is experiencing 
another intense summer heat 
wave. Sweltering hot days make it 
harder to keep your home cool, 
straining air conditioning systems 
and energy budgets. The Energy 
Education Council (EEC) offers 
some simple tips to boost com¬ 
fort and save on electric bills dur¬ 
ing the sultriest of days: 

• Make sure your air condi¬ 
tioner filter is clean. Change or 
clean it monthly during the cool¬ 
ing season. 

• Ensure air can move freely 
around the air conditioner unit 
coils. Remove leaves and plant 
overgrowth that could keep it 
from operating efficiently. 

• Use ceiling and oscillating 
fans to create a "wind chill" effect. 
The moving air makes the tem¬ 
perature feel cooler and allows a 
higher air conditioner thermostat 
setting while maintaining cooling 
comfort. For each one-degree 
increase in the thermostat setting, 
cooling costs can be lowered by 
about three percent. 

• Avoid unnecessary trips in 
and out of the house, which let in 
hot, humid air. 

• Turn off lights, televisions, 
and computers when not in use. 
Close drapes and shades on sunny 


days. 

• Plan to do hot work, wash¬ 
ing and drying clothes, cooking, 
and baking, during cooler morn¬ 
ing and evening hours. 

• Keep your kitchen cooler by 
cooking in a microwave oven or 
grilling outdoors. 

• Make sure heat-producing 
appliances like televisions and 
lamps are away from the thermo¬ 
stat. They will increase the tem¬ 
perature near the thermostat and 
cause the air conditioner to run 
when it is not needed. 

"There are several low-cost 
measures that can yield big ener¬ 
gy savings," says EEC Executive 
Director Molly Hall. "Replace 
traditional light bulbs with lower 
wattage compact fluorescent 
lamps (CFLs). Incandescent 
bulbs waste 95 percent of their 
energy in heat; CFLs burn cooler, 
use only a fourth of the energy, 
and come in many styles and 
color temperatures. 

Other low-cost suggestions 
include: 

• Install a timer or a program¬ 
mable thermostat to increase and 
decrease the temperature auto¬ 
matically. Leave it on a higher 
temperature while you are away, 
and set it to cool the house half 


an hour before you return home. 

• Seal air leaks and cracks. 
Weather stripping and caulking 
are inexpensive ways to improve 
efficiency and cut energy costs 
year round. 

• Ventilate the attic, and check 
insulation. Adequately sized vents 
and/or an attic fan can help keep 
hot air from building up. If you 
can see the ceiling joists in your 
attic, consider adding insulation. 
Proper attic insulation can save 
up to 30 percent of your cooling 
bill. Be sure the insulation does 
not block vents or cover exhaust 
fans. 

Increased summer electric 
demands do not only place a 
strain on budgets, they also can 
place a severe strain on your 
home's electrical system, which 
poses a dangerous shock and fire 
hazard. Frequent circuit breaker 
trips or flickering or dimming 
lights, TV screens, or computer 
monitors are signs of an over¬ 
loaded electrical system or faulty 
wiring that should be checked 
immediately by a professional.

There’s an old saying about 
handling adversity that can be 
applied to the Wildcats soccer 
team. It’s not about what hap¬ 
pens to you, it's how you accept it 
and move on from it. 

After losing senior Travis 
Brinkman to a season-ending 
knee injury, the team has been 
forced to make adjustments and 
move on without their leader. 
Last week, the Cats split a pair of 
road games while getting contri¬ 
butions from many underclass¬ 
men who will be counted on to 
grow up in a hurry as the season 
progresses. 

Last Tuesday, the club fell to 
Conner 2-1. The game was a tail 
of two halves. Head coach Lisa 
Feltner said the team came out 
flat to begin the contest and never 
appeared to look in sync. The 
Cougars dominated possession 


and scored twice before halftime. 
The Cats jumped right back into 
the game with a goal by Max 
Dewald 90 seconds into the sec¬ 
ond half. Pendleton County pro¬ 
duced 14 shots on goal in the 
second half but were not able to 
punch in anymore scores. 

"I got on our guys at half¬ 
time," said Feltner. "We looked 
like we were running in slow 
motion out there during the first 
half. I told them to speed things 
up and be aggressive," continued 
Feltner. 

The Wildcats were certainly 
the aggressors two days later 
when the team traveled to face 
Villa Madonna. Five players 
scored en route to a 7-0 victory.

Over the next 
couple of weeks, the team will be 
challenged by tough competition 
beginning tonight with a home 
game versus Mason County at 6 
p.m. On Thursday, the Cats host 
Scott High at 7:30 p.m. and will 
conclude the week on Saturday 
playing host to Highlands at 6 
p.m.

Army cadet training to move to Fort Knox 

Advanced ROTC training will bring thousands of cadets, trainers during summer 


Governor Steve Beshear has 
announced that the U.S. Army 
Cadet Command Leader Devel¬ 
opment and Assessment Course 
(LDAC) will move to Fort Knox, 
bringing thousands of cadets and 



for summer training. 

“I am very pleased with the 
Army decision to relocate the 
Leader Development and Assess¬ 
ment Course to Fort Knox,” Gov. 
Beshear said. “This move indi¬ 
cates the importance of Fort Knox 
as a premier installation that pro¬ 
vides considerable military train¬ 
ing resources, provides cost effi¬ 
ciency and enables Cadet Com¬ 
mand to streamline its opera¬ 
tions.” 

LDAC is currently located at 


Joint Base Lewis-McChord in 
Washington state. 

The Army announced in June 
it would inactivate the brigade 
combat team based at Fort Knox, 
which will remove nearly 10,000 
military and dependents from the 
area. With todays announce¬ 
ment, LDAC will bring approxi¬ 
mately 7,000 Army ROTC cadets 
from across the country during 
summer for their advanced train¬ 
ing. The move will also bring 
approximately 2,500 additional 
cadre personnel during the sum¬ 
mer in support of the training. 
The move will take place for the 
summer training of 2014. 

Gov. Beshear continues to 
communicate with the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense (DOD) to 


ensure that Fort Knox is leveraged 
to the fullest extent for its proven 
capability, as well as its potential 
to become a point of consolida¬ 
tion for Human Resources and 
Recruiting functions DOD-wide. 

“The Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky will continue to partner 
with our military as they work 
hard to accomplish their mission, 
despite resource constraints,” said 
Gov. Beshear. 

Major active Army commands 
at the installation include Human 
Resources Command, Cadet 
Command and Recruiting Com¬ 
mand. The U.S. Army Reserves 
84th Training Command, 100th 
Division, and 11th Aviation 
Command are also headquartered 
at Fort Knox. 


Ky. increases permanent RX disposal locations 


Gov. Steve Beshear announced 
Wednesday, August 28 that Ken¬ 
tucky now has 149 permanent 
prescription drug disposal loca¬ 
tions in 97 counties, creating 
more opportunities for residents 
to safely dispose of unused, 
unneeded or expired medications. 

“The effects of prescription 
drug abuse are devastating to our 
families and our communities,” 
Gov. Beshear said. “Medications, 
once they are no longer needed 
for their prescribed purposes, 
should be disposed of properly to 
reduce their risk of being diverted 
and abused. With nearly 150 dis¬ 
posal locations around the state, 
it’s easier for Kentuckians to prop¬ 
erly discard of these medications.” 

The permanent disposal boxes 
are monitored and are located in 
law enforcement buildings. Indi¬ 
viduals can deposit their unneed¬ 
ed medications into the boxes 
with no questions asked. The 
agencies will ensure the drugs are 
disposed of in an environmentally 
safe manner. 


“This is a perfect example of 
the state working with local com¬ 
munities to attack a problem,” 
Gov. Beshear added. 

The Governor has worked 
with lawmakers and other state 
officials throughout his adminis¬ 
tration to reduce the destructive 
impact of prescription drug abuse 
on Kentucky families. He signed 
House Bill 1 in April 2012 to 
require health care professionals 
to use the state’s electronic pre¬ 
scription monitoring program 
and to require that pain clinics be 
owned by medical practitioners. 

“One in five of our Kentucky 
teens has abused prescription 
medication for an off-label pur¬ 
pose, and that abuse is starting in 
the home when children have 
access to their parents’ unused or 
expired pain medications,” Attor¬ 
ney General Jack Conway said. “I 
have worked with Gov. Beshear 
on prescription take back initia¬ 
tives, and I am thrilled to see 
options expand that Kentuckians 
can utilize throughout the year.” 


The disposal boxes are funded 
by Kentucky Agency for Sub¬ 
stance Abuse Policy (KY-ASAP), 
Operation Unite, Kentucky 
League of Cities, and state and 
local law enforcement agencies. 

The prescription drug disposal 
boxes address vital public safety 
and public health issues: medi¬ 
cines left in home cabinets are 
susceptible to diversion, misuse 
and abuse. According to Van 
Ingram, executive director of the 
Kentucky Office of Drug Control 
Policy, more than 60 percent of 
the adolescents who use prescrip¬ 
tion drugs for off-label purposes 
reported that they obtained the 
medications from family and 
friends, often from the drugs not 
being properly disposed of or 
stored in the home.

Comer says ruling greenlights hemp in Ky. 


In a landmark ruling, the Jus¬ 
tice Department has reversed its 
policy and will honor state laws 
regarding regulated marijuana 
sales, Department officials said 
late Thursday. Kentucky Agricul¬ 
ture Commissioner James Comer, 
a national leader in the industrial 
hemp movement, believes the 
ruling includes the production of 
industrial hemp, and issued the 
following statement: 

“It’s about time! This is a 
major victory for Kentucky’s 
farmers and for all Kentuckians. 
Two years ago, the Obama 
administration would not even 
discuss the legalization of indus¬ 
trial hemp,” Comer said. “But 
through a bi-partisan coalition of 


Kentucky leaders, we forced their 
hand. We refused to listen to the 
naysayers, passed a hemp bill by a 
landslide, and our state is now on 
the forefront of an exciting new 
industry. That’s called leader¬ 
ship.” 

Comer said the passage of 
Senate Bill 50, the industrial 
hemp bill spearheaded by Comer 
and sponsored by state Sen. Paul 
Hornback, was key to ensuring 
that Kentucky was ready to move 
when this ruling was issued. 

“Had we not passed the 
framework to responsibly admin¬ 
ister a program, we would be 
lagging behind right now rather 
than leading the pack,” Comer 
said. “I am so grateful to our fed¬ 


eral delegation for its support, 
especially Sen. Rand Paul and 
Congressmen John Yarmuth and 
Thomas Massie, who coura¬ 
geously testified in support of this 
job-creating legislation.” 

Comer said that Brian Fur¬ 
nish, chairman of the Kentucky 
Industrial Hemp Commission, 
has called a meeting of the group 
for Sept. 12, 2013 at 10 a.m. 
EDT. Both Comer and Furnish 
will urge the Commission to 
move forward with the adminis¬ 
trative framework established by 
SB 50. 

“My hope is that we can issue 
licenses and get industrial hemp 
in the ground within a year,” Fur¬ 
nish said.

Besides having a presence in 
student sections and stadiums, 
division investigators will be at 
points-of-sale on the perimeters 
of campuses to cite those who 
commit illegal actions such as 
sales to minors, adults providing 
for minors and use of fraudulent 
identification. 

“Tailgating has risen in popu¬ 
larity over the last several years. 
Sadly, underage consumption of 
alcohol at these events has 
increased as well,” Enforcement 
Director Mike Razor said. “One 
of the primary goals of the ABC 
is to curb underage access to 
alcohol. ABC investigators will 
be in attendance at as many tail- 
gating events as possible this sea¬ 


son. It is against the law to con¬ 
sume alcohol if you are under 21 
years of age. If you are caught in 
possession of alcohol you will be 
cited. Any person assisting a 
minor to obtain alcohol will be 
cited, fined and possibly jailed. 
Enjoy the game. Stay legal and 
stay safe.” 

The investigators in ABC's 
Enforcement Division are vested 
by law with full police powers to 
enforce all state laws. Investiga¬ 
tors are strategically located 
throughout the state to maximize 
their special emphasis on the 
enforcement of Kentucky's alco¬ 
hol laws. A top priority of the 
ABC Enforcement Division is 
combating youth access to alco¬ 
hol.

Tending to your lawn in the fall season 


When the air starts to cool 
down and you start to enjoy hot 
tea instead of ice tea you know it 
is time to start thinking about 
fall lawn care. Fall lawn mainte¬ 
nance is important to keep your 
lawn growing healthy year 
round. When you properly mow, 
fertilize, water and seed in the 
fall your lawn will be a glowing 
indication in the spring when 
the air transitions from crisp 
back to balmy. This article will 
give you fall lawn care tips to 
take you through the season and 
prepare your lawn for the fall 
and winter seasons. 

Mowing is essential to keep¬ 
ing the exterior of your home 
looking its best. The curb appeal 
of your home is what sets your 
home apart from the rest of the 
homes in the area. You want 
people to drive by and be inspired 
and in awe. A healthy fall lawn 
needs to continue to be cut. Just 
because the weather is chilly does 
not mean that you stop mowing 
the lawn. You will however need 
to adjust the length in which you 
cut the lawn. 

When the temperatures are 
hot we tend to leave our lawns a 
bit longer to avoid burning the 
grass and root with the heat of 


the sun's rays. Once summer 
comes to an end and the rays of 
the sun are farther away and less 
intense it is time to start mowing 
the lawn to about two inches. 
Don't go any shorter than this as 
you will run the risk of killing 
the grass. 

The grass in the fall naturally 
stays greener in the fall then the 
summer even without constant 
water. This however does not 
eliminate the need for watering 
your lawn throughout the fall 
season. Normally the water levels 
are naturally higher when the 
weather turns colder. If however 
the rainfall is less than an inch a 
week you will want to go back to 
watering your lawn with the 
sprinkler. Water is needed to 
keep your fall lawn lush and full. 

The next area we will look at 
is fertilizing the lawn. This pro¬ 
cess should be done in late fall 
perhaps the perfect time would 
be the end of September through 
the middle of October. When 
you fertilize your lawn it is better 
suited to handle the harsh winter 
weather and become a healthy 
lawn quicker in the spring. Fer¬ 
tilizer gives the lawn a high 
nitrogen content that will help 
achieve all of this for your lawn. 
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You will want to fill in any 
areas of grass that have thinned 
throughout the summer by add¬ 
ing seed that will help to fill in 
bare spots and make the lawn 
more lush in the spring. The 
temperatures and rain fall levels 
in fall are usually ideal for the 
seeds to germinate. There are two 
schools of thought with fall 
planting. One is to plant the seed 
in September so that it is able to 
germinate for this year the other 
is to plant it in mid October 
when it will stay dormant and 
establish itself when the spring 
season comes around. In late fall 
birds and seed eating critters are 
less likely to steal the seed allow¬ 


ing a greater chance for more 
seeds to become viable. 

Fall lawn care involves a lot 
less maintenance than summer 
lawn care but is such a key ele¬ 
ment in keeping your landscape 
design fresh and appealing. It is 
important when using products 
on your lawn that are new to you 
that you read all labels and don't 
abuse products like fertilizer. 
More fertilizer will not give you a 
healthier lawn. In fact the oppo¬ 
site affect can happen rather 
quickly if fertilization of your 
lawn is not done properly. Con¬ 
tact local lawn care professionals 
who are available for hire to care 
for your lawn year round. 


Do's and don'ts: Preparing your garden for autumn 


The breeze is getting colder. 
Fall is at hand. Many of us just 
stock and clean our gardening 
materials for the next spring. 
But do you know it is still good 
for gardeners to make their 
green thumb work on garden 
planters for this autumn season? 
All you need to do is follow 
these do's and don'ts if you are 
planning to have a fall garden. 

The Should-Do f s 

• You should clean your gar¬ 
den. Free it from fallen leaves if 
you have no plans of seeing 
them next spring. Pull those 
unscrupulous weeds you see in 
your fall garden with other 
plants that have been diseased 
and have been infected and 
damaged by insects. Remove 
those unsightly rotten fruits and 
vegetables. 

• You should water your gar¬ 
den. Water your garden grass 
and fertilize your lawn. Fertiliz¬ 
ing your grass at the end of 
October can help your grass to 
have the strength to stand the 
icy months that will come. 
Water your trees because even 
these sturdy woody plants needs 
enough strength to combat 
winter season. Continue to 


water your garden until the 
ground will start to freeze up. 

• You should rake your lawn. 
By doing so, you promote 
healthy and developed circula¬ 
tion of air and to avoid your 
grass to die. To add up, the 
leaves can be excellent mulch in 
the entire garden. 

• You should plant garlic and 
other bulbs during fall. You can 
harvest garlic by next July if you 
plant this in autumn. The bulbs 
you plant can be a nice view the 
moment it blooms. You can 
appreciate planting crocuses 
when flowers starts to develop. 
For your plants that would not 
survive the cold season, you 
should bring them in. 

• You should prepare your 
gardening materials for the next 
spring. Wash every gardening 
tool such as shovels and make 
repairs to tools that need it. 
Prevent rust from your tools by 
putting oil and sharpen the cut¬ 
ting edges. Clean metal surfaces 
of your materials by a wire 
brush. Also clean and prepare 
your pots and keep them for the 
next spring. 

The Shouldn’t-Do’s 

• You should not be discour¬ 


aged to garden during fall. 
There are many gardeners that 
have found fall as very benefi¬ 
cial especially when planting 
vegetables. Fall flowers are also 
present to provide your garden 
with glamour of autumn bliss. 
Take a risk. Throw tough annu¬ 
al seeds where you think you 
want them to grow by next year. 
Cosmos, poppies, and larkspurs 
often grow when planted in fall 
and conditioned by blanket of 
snow. 

• You should not remove 
dead plants if you want to have 
vegetations to remain over the 
winter. Dead plants will decom¬ 
pose during the winter season 
and will become compost for 
your garden. Simply turn the 
soil around in the spring and 
the dead plant will become a 
part of the soil. 

• You should not think of 
mulching all your garden plants. 
Mulching will provide an even 
temperature and help preserve 
moisture in the soil but this is 
much applicable to plants that 
are sensitive and delicate. Also, 
wait for the soil to freeze before 
you mulch the plants that have 
been planted during fall. This

The arrival of fall is an impor¬ 
tant time for livestock producers 
to assess their winter hay sup¬ 
plies. Kentucky forage and live¬ 
stock producers made a lot of 
hay this September, and for 
much of the state, hay supplies 
should be adequate for winter 
feeding. However, in areas of 
Western Kentucky that experi¬ 
enced a longer, more extensive 
drought, some producers may 
have supply issues. 

With the majority of this 
year’s hay made, now is the time 
to determine whether you have 
enough to get your animals 
through the winter. Determin¬ 
ing this is not difficult. Here’s 
how to get a fairly accurate esti¬ 
mate. 

1. Estimate the number of 
days you’ll feed hay this winter. 
In a normal year, Kentucky pro¬ 
ducers average 120 days (from 
Dec. 1 until March 31) of feed¬ 
ing hay. This will vary depend¬ 
ing upon your situation. Some 
producers in Western Kentucky 
never really stopped feeding hay 
this year, due to the drought. 

2. Determine the amount of 
feed your animals will consume 
each day. Cattle and horses con¬ 
sume an average of 2.5 percent 
of their body weight every day. 
To determine this, multiply the 
average animal’s weight times 
0.025 (2.5 percent) and multiply 
that by the number of animals 
you plan to feed. 

3. Multiply the products of 
No. 1 and No. 2 together. This 
will give you a good idea of the 
approximate pounds of hay 
you’ll need for the winter. 

4. Take three or four hay 
bales to a facility with a scale, 
such as the local feed store. Take 
the bale’s average weight and 
multiply that by the number of 
bales you have. Compare this 
number to the amount you need. 

5. You also need to allow for 
storage and feeding losses, and 
adjust your hay supplies to cover 
these losses. If you store your hay 
outside, your losses may be more 
than 50 percent. A 50 percent 
loss would mean that you need 
to double the amount of hay you 
calculated is needed to feed your

animals. 

Before feeding hay, 
should have it tested for nutrient 
content and toxins. The Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Agricul¬ 
ture’s Forage Testing Program 
can help you determine if your 
animals are truly getting the 
nutrition they need or if you 
need to supplement the ration to 
maintain your animals’ body 
condition. You can reach the 
KDA at 1-800-248-4628. 

A one-two punch of over- 
grazing in many fields during the 
2010 drought followed by an 
extremely wet 2011, resulted in 
johnsongrass taking hold in pas¬ 
tures where it’s never been before 
in 2012. A warm-season annual, 
johnsongrass has the potential to 
cause cyanide poisoning in rumi¬ 
nants. Make sure hay coming 
from a field containing johnson¬ 
grass is completely dry before 
feeding it to your animals. Thor¬ 
ough drying will allow any 
potential cyanide threat to dissi¬ 
pate. If you want to use a field 
with johnsongrass for grazing, 
wait at least two weeks after a 
light frost, three days after a kill¬ 
ing frost or until the johnson¬ 
grass is completely dry before 
you allow the animals to graze 
the field.

Safely store and dispose of 
prescription medication 


Most of us will take a prescrip¬ 
tion medication at some point in 
our lives. It’s important to remem¬ 
ber that medicine a doctor pre¬ 
scribes you is only intended for 
your use. 

Here are some tips for safely 
storing medication: 

• Keep all medications and 
vitamins in a safe location, away 
from small children, who might 
mistake it for candy, and out of 
sight of others, who might want to 
abuse it. 

• Keep medicines in a con¬ 
tainer or box that can be locked. 
Make sure to put the key in a sepa¬ 
rate, secure place. 

• Always remember to put your 
medicines back in their storage 
container after each use. Make 
sure all medicine bottle caps are 
secure. 

Sometimes you have leftover 
medication. One of the safest ways 
to properly dispose of medication 
is through take-back programs, 
which give individuals an oppor¬ 
tunity to bring their unused medi¬ 
cation to a central location for 
proper disposal. Check with local 


government officials to see if your 
city or county has a drug take-back 
program or similar event. 

If you do not have a commu¬ 
nity drug take-back program, fol¬ 
low these guidelines to ensure safe 
disposal at your home: 

• Remove prescriptions from 
their original container. 

• Mix drugs with a substance 
that would be undesirable to peo¬ 
ple and animals. Good examples 
would be cat litter or coffee 
grounds. If the medication is a 
liquid, dilute it with water. If the 
medication is in pill form, crush 
and dilute it with water. 

• Put the mixture into a dispos¬ 
able container or plastic bag, seal 
and place in the trash. 

• Remove or cover all personal 
information on the prescription 
bottle before recycling or throwing 
it away.
